The  Order  of  the  Cincinnati  was  founded  by  officers  of  the  Continental 
Army  just  before  it  was  disbanded  following  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 
was  originally  heriditary  through  the  eldest  son  only.  Washington  and 
many  other  famous  leaders  of  the  period  were  members,  including  La¬ 
fayette.  It  was  denounced  (by  non-members)  as  aristocratic,  oligarchic, 
anti- American,  etc.  The  original  design  of  the  golden  eagle  badge  was 
modified  slightly  at  various  times,  but  follows  the  general  layout  of  the 
earliest  issues:  he  is  surmounted  by  an  enameled  green  wreath,  holds  green 
olive  branches  in  his  claws,  and  bears  on  each  side  an  enameled  shield 
relating  to  Cincinnatus ,  the  Roman  Republican  leader  who  left  his  plow  to 
save  the  Republic,  then  resigned  all  offices  and  honors  to  return  to  his  farm. 
The  only  auction  appearance  we  have  been  able  to  locate  of  this  rare 
issue  was  the  VF  specimen  which  brought  $775  in  our  1979  Bacon 
Sale,  with  ribbon  but  lacking  the  original  ribbon  bar:  this  piece  is  in 
excellent  condition,  the  enamel  complete,  every  feather  line  present,  sur¬ 
mounted  by  the  gold  hanging  bar  and  with  a  4"  piece  of  the  original  ribbon 
remaining,  probably  designed  for  wear  from  a  pin-bar  rather  than  a  neck 
ribbon.

With  its  full,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  needle  sharp 
strike,  this  is  one  of  the  finer  quality  pieces  extant.  The  fields  are 
highly  reflective,  probably  from  an  early  strike  while  the  dies 
retained  their  full  polish.  Each  of  the  olwerse  stars  is  fully  struck  to 
its  centerpoint.  Miss  Liberty  shows  complete  hair  detail  and,  on  the 
reverse,  the  denomination  and  date,  usually  vulnerable  to  porosity 
and  weakness,  are  bold.  A  glittering  specimen  with  but  a  couple  of 
very  subtle  hairlines.  One  of  the  highlights  of  our  gold  dollar 
offerings  and  sure  to  attract  spirited  bidding.

Along  with  the  Philadelphia  issues  of  1857  and  1858,  this  is  one  of 
the  most  underrated  gold  dollars  in  full  mint  state  condition.  Most 
of  the  168,000+  mintage  saw  hard  circulation.  Fezo  of  this  pre- 
Civil  War  issue  survive  in  "new"  condition.  In  fact,  as  Akers 
points  out  in  his  auction  record  analysis,  the  1859  is  "many  times 
as  rare  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition  ...  as  the  extremely 
popular  (low  mintage)  dates  of  the  1880s."  Deeply  struck  in  pale 
yellow  gold,  this  piece  shows  fresh  surface  frost  which  is  interrupt¬ 
ed  only  by  a  few  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields.  There  is  no  evidence  of 
clash  marking,  the  LIBERTY  on  headband  is  complete,  and  the 
date,  including  the  generally  weak  "5"  is  full.  Very  scarce  this 
nice.

It  served  in 
the  Valley  Campaign  in  Va.  until  June,  1862,  fighting  in  the  Battle  of 
Kernstown  in  March  and  at  Port  Republic  in  June  when  it  lost  145 
casualties  (of  450)  to  Stonewall  Jackson's  troops.  Fought  at  2nd  Bull  Run, 
Antietam.  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg  with  minor 
losses  Fought  throughout  Grant's  1864  campaigns,  losing  162  casualties 
in  the  Wilderness  battles  and  97  more  at  Cold  Harbour  in  June.  Served  with 
Army  of  the  Potomac  for  the  rest  of  the  War.
